Paris, Nov . 14 (A5) — The hig h 
statesmen of France completed 
the final details of a three-point 
armament plan today and one of 
them pronou nced the su g g estion 
a g reat hope for the world dis­ 
armament 
conference,

“a race toward war.” 
The detailed docu ment enti­ 
tled “a plan for org anization of 
peace” was ready to send to Ge­ 
nev a for official presentation to 
the disarmament conference. 
It represents the French idea 
of the problem and prov ides for 
treaties of consu ltation, secu rity 
and arms equ ality . 
“This plan indicates for the 
first time, clearly and loy ally be­ 
fore the world, what we are 
ready to do,” said Joseph Pau l- 
boncou r, minister of war and 
French deleg ate to the disarma­ 
ment conference. 
“The plan bring s g reat hope 
to the disarmament conference 
whose failu re wou ld be a sig nal 
for a re-armament race which 
sooner or later wou ld be a race 
toward war,” he conclu ded.

14 
(/P)—Div in g u n dergro u n d to th e 
tu n e o f 150,000 p o u n ds o f ex p lo d­ 
in g dy n am ite, th e Co lo rado riv er 
is giv in g u p its bed to day fo r 
n early a mile so Ho o v er Dam can 
be bu ilt. 
Th e blast y esterday n o o n was 
like T itan ’s alarm clo ck. Th e jo b 
o f actu ally o u stin g th e migh ty , 
tu rbu len t riv er an d sen din g it 


Co mpletio n 
o f the earthfill 
dam to div ert all waters thro ugh 
two Arizo na side tunnels, each 50 
feet wide, was a rush jo b, last­ 
ing thro ugh the night to no o n 
to day . 
During the night abo ut half 
the riv er 
flo w 
was 
po uring 
thro ugh the o uter div ersio n tun­ 
nel, the remaining flo w rushing 
under a trestle fro m which great 
trucks were dumping ro ck at 
the rate o f o v er 50 to ns a minute 
to co mplete the barrier. 
This marks the acco mplish­ 
ment o f the first majo r step in 
the $16 5 ,000,000 pro ject fo r elec­ 
tric po wer, flo o r co ntro l in the 
Imperial Valley , reclamatio n o f 
v ast areas and dev elo pment o f 
do mestic water supply fo r so uth­ 
ern Califo rnia cities. 
Three tho usand ho les, each 
filled with 50 po unds o f dy na­ 
mite, were drilled into cany o n 
walls o n bo th Arizo na and Ne­ 
v ada sides fo r a distance o f 
abo ut a quarter mile. 
Like a machine gun with a 
calibre o f a 16 -inch rifle, deto na­ 
tio ns rent the air and great 
clo uds o f dust surged do wn the 
cany o n in ro lling wav es ex tend­ 
ing a mile high. 
Fo r mo re than a minute, that 
seemed like ho urs, deto natio ns 
co ntinued as the sides o f the 
cany o n walls fell into the riv er 
bed. 
At the same time mino r blasts 
blew o ut a tempo rary co ffer dam 
at the o uter div ersio n tunnel in­ 
take, also o f an earth barrier at 
the tunnel o utlet. Befo re the 
smo ke and po wder fumes cleared 
fro m the cany o n, a large v o lume 
o f muddy water surged do wn 
thro ugh the tunnel as the riv er 
to o k to its newly made suber- 
ranean co urse.

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THE DOLE NO RIOT PREVENTIVE 
T hat the dole sy stem is not a solu tion of the 
qu estion of u nemp loy ment and p u blic charity 
is ev idenced by the situ ation in Eng land where 
the London p olice hav e been comp elled to battle 
sev eral times of late with the riotou s u nem­ 
p loy ed. A g reat many of ou r own p eop le hav e 
thou g ht th at the dole, while mu ch to be de­ 
p lored, was in a measu re at least a solu tion of 
¡the qu estion of p u blic help to those u nemp loy ed, 
[in th at it p rov ided for the m aintenance of those 
^who were withou t means of su p p ort by the na­ 
tional g ov ernment, the g ov ernment itself obtain­ 
ing the money throu g h increased tax ation. Of 
cou rse this bring s abou t the v icious circle, in that 
g reater tax ation means a g reater bu rden on in­ 
du stry , with more bu siness failu re and conse­ 
qu ently less emp loy ment, and more p eop le to g o 
on the dole, this in tu rn resu lting in hig h tax es. 
Bu t it now becomes ev ident th at the dole itself, 
ev en g ranting th at it cou ld be maintained, is not 
a p rev entiv e of rioting and discontent, as many 
believ ed it would be. The recent trou ble in Lon­ 
don abu ndantly p rov es this. 
Many p eop le are su rp rised th at there shou ld 
be rioting and hu ng er marchers when the g ov ­ 
ernm ent is taking care of the u nemp loy ed 
throu g h the dole. The ex cu se of the rioters with 
commu nist insp iration no dou bt, is th at they ob­ 
ject to the p rov ision of the law which say s th at 
nobody who has any other means of su p p ort 
shall be entitled to the dole. It is this p rov ision 
which the p rotestors seek to hav e eliminated. 
At least th at is the ex cu se for the marching -and 
the rioting . 
This bring s home ag ain the old lesson of p a­ 
ternalistic g ov ernment. It may be necessary that 
Great Britain resort to this sort of p aternalism 
in a time of world wide dep ression. Bu t that 
does not g ainsay the fact th at p aternalism feeds 
on itself. The lesson of what hap p ened on nu ­ 
merou s occasions in ancient Rome, finally to the 
destru ction of the g ov ernment, is still ap p licable. 
One step toward p aternalism and the su bstitu ­ 
tion of bu reau cracy for indiv idu al effort, led 
to another u ntil there was finally a collap se. In 
Eng land the dole p rotestors are now try ing to 
take another step along the road of g ov ernment­ 
al p aternalism. 
The recent ou tbreak in London is abu ndant 
p roof of the wisdom of the American g ov ern­ 
m ent in refu sing to take the first step toward 
the g ov ernmental dole. We hav e been taking 
care of ou r u nemp loy ed by p riv ate charity , and 
throu g h the efforts of the cities, the cou nties and 
the states to take care of their own u nfortu nates. 
Where a city and state hav e needed help the 
federal g ov ernment has wisely refu sed to take 
ov er the job. Another solu tion has been fou nd in 
the form of loans from the national g ov ernment 
to the smaller u nits. In this way the theory of 
commu nity help and commu nity sp irit and effort 
has been maintained. The dole has been av oided 
u p to this p oint at least, and ev ery citizen of the 
United States who cherishes ou r American p rin­ 
cip les of g ov ernment has been 
abu ndantly 
thankfu l.

Seldom was there a g reater g ap between theory 
and p erformance. 
Seldom has it been more 
clearly p rov ed th at the best g ov ernmental in­ 
stitu tion will not work, in a democracy , u nless 
it falls into the hands of wise and conscientiou s 
men who are fu lly su p p orted by an enlig htened 
p u blic op inion. 
All of this comes to mind as a resu lt of the 
sad ex p erience which the state of Ohio has had 
recently . 
In the p ast m onth Ohio has had three m u r­ 
ders, two of them more than commonly atrociou s, 
committed by p aroled ex -conv icts. 
Each of the p aroled men had been ou t of p ris­ 
on only a short time when he took a life. In 
each case it is v ery easy to see — now — th at the 
p arole was a trag ic mistake. And in each case all 
th at Ohio can do abou t it is p u nish the g u ilty 
man and hop e th at it won’t hap p en ag ain. 
Unfortu nately , 
su ch 
incidents — and 
ev ery 
state has similar ones — leads to a g eneral ou t­ 
cry ag ainst the p arole sy stem itself. The p ublic 
sees thu g s at larg e committing new crimes long 
before their orig inal sentences hav e ex p ired, and 
qu ite natu rally it wonders if the p arole sy stem 
isn’t a mistake from start to finish. 
W hat it fails to see is th at it isn’t the sy stem 
so mu ch as it is ou r way of handling it th at is 
all wrong . 
The p arole sy stem is ev ery thing th at its su p ­ 
p orters claim — or it would be if it were p rop er­ 
ly administered. No iron-clad sy stem of rig id 
sentences can fail to work inju stice. The p arole 
sy stem tries to make criminal p rocedu re elastic 
enou g h to p rov ide ju stice for all. 
Bu t we hav e left it, larg ely , to ru n itself ; which 
means th at p olitics has g ot in its fine hand and 
made a mess of thing s. W hat we need to do now 
is to rev amp ou r method of administering the 
p arole sy stem. Ou r own heedlessness is what is 
really the m atter.

Po int. 


REPORTED BETWEEN 500 
AND 800 WERE SLAIN 


Asuncio n, Paraguay , No v . 14 
(ZP)—1The Paraguay an army was 
in the midst o f its lo ng heralded 
final driv e in the Chaco to day , 


after fighting two battles near 
strategic Fo rt Muno z in which 
500 to 800 were repo rted slain. 
The Paraguay ans claimed two 
v icto ries after the fighting o v er 
the week-end. They said bo th 
battles were fo ught in the v icin­ 
ity o f the Bo liv ian staff head­ 
quarters at Fo rt Muno z, the 500 
were slain near Fo rt Saav edra. 
It was claimed uno fficially that 
the Paraguay an “ macheteers o f 
death” had annihilated a de­ 
tachment o f 300 Bo liv ian tro o ps 
and captured many o thers near 
Cuatro v iento s. 
These hew mo v ements to ward 
Muno z fo llo w the capture o f Fo rt 
Bo quero n in the center o f the 
Chaco recently . Bo quero n and 
nearby fo rts are kno wn as the 
no rthern secto r, and Muno z and 
nearby defense wo rks, the so uth­ 
ern secto r. 
The so uthern secto r lies alo ng 
the Pilco may o riv er that separ­ 
ates the Chaco fro m Argentina. 
The no rthern is midway be­ 
tween the Pilco may o and the 


Paraguay riv er separating 
Chaco fro m Paraguay . 
The Paraguay an army feels 
that if the Muno z area is cap­ 
tured the Bo liv ians wo uld be ex ­ 
pelled fro m territo ry tributary to 
central Paraguay . 
The battles o f the week-end 
fo ught after the Paraguay ans 
had ^co nso lidated their fo rces in 
the wake o f the Bo quero n cam­ 
paign, and the first o bjectiv es 
were laid o ut as Fo rts Saav edra, 
Aguarica, and Murgui. 
The Muno z general headquar­ 
ters o f the Bo liv ians embrace an 
airpo rt, a radio statio n and am­ 
ple well water. No rthward the 
Paraguay ans hav e already sev ­ 
ered the o nly supply line to Mu­ 
no z fro m that directio n. The 
Bo liv ian ro ad to Muno z alo ng the 
Pilco may o has been inundated 
with the adv ent o f the rainy sea­ 
so n. 
(Dispatches fro m Lapaz hav e 
repeatedly denied any Paraguay ­ 
an adv ances in the Muno z secto r, 
but agreed heav y attacks had 
been launched).
